This saving of time and trouble 
will be appreciated by housekeepers, who are frequently called on to prepare 
a room in haste, and who have to sew- on rings or fasten in safety pins or 
hooks before a curtain can be mounted in place ; but by this simple arrange- 
ments-using either one or both rows of eyelets, according to the length of 
curtain required — all preliminary trouble is avoided.
